A FRUGAL DIET. 


Dr. Tanner Still Maintains Life on 
4 Air and Water. 


- — 


Molly Fancher’s Greeting—How the Six- 
teenth Day was Passed by the 
Fasting Enthusiast. 


From Thursday's New York Herald. | Cx 


The more closely Dr. Tanner is watched the 
more the confidence of the watchers in his in- 
tegrity and good faith increases. Incredulity 
in the genuineness of his experiment has al- 
most disappeared among those who have been 
his most persistent watchers, and this for the 
simple reason that they see the great changes 
which have taken place inthe man since he 
commenced his self-imposed task and that he 
is surely breaking down under it. 
That he will hold out for forty days 
no one of the corps of observers be- 
lieves, or that he would be alive at the end of 
that period if he persisted in refusing food. 
At the rate he is sinking now it would seem 
that about thirty days would be enough to 
end life and fasting together. The watchers 
generally concurin the opinion that about 
next Sunday or Monday the man will beina 
condition to make it a serious question 
whether it would be safe to allow him to con- 
tinue his fast,even supposing he is willing. 
Itis significant that the attending doctors 
have become anxious about having restora- 
tives and stimulants on hand, and much dis- 
satisfaction was expressed at the neglect to 
supply these. At the same time Dr. Tanner 


has already so upset all calculatioas 
as to tbe limit of human endur- 
ance that it is felt to be unsafe 


to indulge in predictions of how long he will 
or will not fast. These calculations have been 
based on cases of involuntary starvation, 
which involve not only deprivation of food 
but a severe mental and nervous strain. When 
an enthusiast, who is himself a medical man, 
comes forward and offers himself as an ex- 
periment, in support of a certain theory, the 
conditions are necessarily very largely 
changed. If you put a man in a cage,“ said 
one of the doctors, ‘‘and tell him he is to be 
starved to death, he is dead in six days from 
nervous exhaustion. Butthis man is fasting 
to prove his own theory, and in the knowl- 
edge that be has only to ask for food at any, 
moment and it is ready to his hand. We have 
never bad anything like this before.’’ 

The effect of his privation shows itself quite 
as much in Dr. Tanner’s meatal condition as 
in his pbysical. He has become so irritable 
and petulant that it is nota particularly pleas- 
anttaskto attend upon him. Throwing his 
sponge at the attendant asa hintthat he 
wants it wetted again, and abusing the doc- 
tors if tere is a momentary delay in attend- 
ing to his wants, are trifling matters which 
indicate that the faster is not. inthe most 
equable state of mind. About midnight of 
Tuesday be was specially irritable at times, 
his ride during the evening seeming to have 
quite exhausted him. On one occasion he 


woke up to ask for water. The doctors 
were * little long in measuring 
it, when he exclaimed: “Oh, you're 


a lot of old fogies, quibbling over a drop 
of water while I’m almost dead.’’ He drank 
something over an ounce of water, and sever- 
al times after be called for more wita which 
to rinse his mouth. He also sucked pieces 
ofice. Except for these interruptions he 
slept soundly from 11 o’cloek on Tuesday 
evening till half-past4 yesterday morning. 
The only watchers from midnight to that 
hour were Dr. C. 8. Allen (eciectic) and the 
Herald reporters. The Neurological Society 
bas not, as is commonly supposed, any regu- 
lar watch. That was broken up with the 
Bradley affair, and Dr. Harwood, of that so- 
ciety, bas been unable to reorganize the watch 
since. The ‘“‘regular’’ doctors only come in as 
observers,one of the most faithful of these be- 
ing Dr. Maurice Miller. 
ILL ATTENDANCE, 

At 4:30 yesterday morning the Doctor 
woke after asound, refreshing sleep of nearly 
three hours. He seemed very restless, mov- 
ing his legs aboutin an uneasy manner. At 
ten minutes to five he sponged his face and 
hands and then dozed off again until ten min- 
utes to six, when he awoke and asked fora 
lump of ice to suck. Much to his anaovance 
there was none to be found in the building, 
and one of the Herald watchers went out and 
pardoned the Doctor sufficient ice to keep 

im going forsome time. The janitor was 
asleep, and no provision of any kind had been 
made for the fasting man’scomfort. Dr. C. 
S. Allen, who came on duty at miduigut, had 
no facilities in the way of ice 
or analogous conveniences’ for the 
fuster’s comfort. As he was tbe only medical 
watcher at the time he could not leave his post, 
and is in no way to be blamed for the neglect 
of the United States Medical College, which 
has charge of the present experiment, in not 
providing such things as are necessary. The 
gallery where Dr. Tanner lies sppears not to 
have been swept since he came there. It is 
now in a wretchedly neglected and dirty con- 
dition. Dr.J.T. Badham (of the regular 
school), who came on at midnight with an 
idea of watching tbe Doctor, which task he 
bas previously attempted with very poor suc- 
cess, went to sleep on the stairway above the 
entrance at half-past one o’clock. He woke 
up sbortly after tive o’clock and sauntered 
out for a stroll, and finally returned to the 
gallery attwenty minutes after six o’clock, 
having been absent from the watching he had 
undertaken for nearly five hours. Ataquarter 
past six Dr. Tanner drank four ounces of wa- 
ter. In answer toa question as to how he felt 
he said he had had some good sleep, and felt 
aa if he would go through with the fast. At 
seven o’clock Dr. Griswold relleved Dr. Al- 
len, and at half-past seven Dr. Goodman came 
on in the place of Dr. Badham. The faster 
had another nap until half-past eight, when 
he was examined by Dr. Griswold, who re- 
ported his pulse to be 95. his respiration 14 
and his temperature 981-5. Atnine o’clock 
be drank two ouncegof water, and at half- 
past nine got up and dressed, after having his 
clothing duly examined by the watchers. The 
eight o’clock mail brought him the usual 
amount of senseless postal cards, and a few 
letters from anonymous correspondents, two 
of which were of a religious character. 

QUESTIUNS AND ANSWERS. 

„ MWbat is the use of it?“? is the question 
most frequently asked daily in Clarendon 
Hall, anent the prolonged fast of Dr. Tan- 
ner. 

„There are many valuable ends to be accom- 
plished,“ said Dr. Price yesterday, as he 
watched by the side of the sleeping faster. 
Dr. Tanner has now passed beyond the pe- 
riod when we have all su sed that a man 
must die without food, and he is certainly not 
dying. He is in sucha condition that if he 
began to take nourishment he would be re- 
stored to bis normal vigor in two or three 
days. * 

**But because he can go without food forty 
days (assuming that he succeeds), is no evi- 
dence that another man can.’’ 

True enough, but it is a proof of two 
things. First, that we all eat and drink too 
much, and second, that fasting mav be em- 
ployed as a therapeutic agency. I have no 
doubt that it will be laid down in the books 
as such in ashorttime. I have myself suc- 
ces fully treated a cave of a gunshot wound in 
the intestines in tbat way. Peritonitis was 
imminent and I put the. patient under the in- 
fluence of opium, and I kept him so for 16 days. 
During that time very little food was given, 
and that of a kind to provoke no action of the 
bowels. In this way the intestines were kept 
quiet and nature healed the wound. I have 
no donbt that many diseases could be cured 
in that way. Of course fasting as a treatment 
would have to be administered under the or- 
ders of a physician.’ 2 

Dressing yesterday morning was both a toil 
and a trouble tothe weary man. He paused 
twice in the process to lie down for a short 
time and was much discomfited at missing his 
soap. On discovering that it was lost he ex- 
claimed inthe brusque manner peculiar to 
soap? Somebody 

to the doctors in 
attendance he accused them, one after 
another, of having taken it. All denied it, and 
the subject was forgotten after afew minutes 
by all excepting Dr. Tanner himself.

numerous people sent in their cards and 
urged their desire for an interview, in most 
— — without avail. Dr. Tanner chatted afew 
goinutes witha friend from Minnesota and 
with a young man who brought him a note 
from Mollie Francher, the Brooklyn fasting 
girl. This note he read with great interest, 
and as the writer expressed in it a wish that 
it be not published he put it in his pocket, 
saying that he would not show it. He told 
the messenger that he wanted to send his 

hanks to Miss Fancher and hoped she would 

end him more such notes. They will do 
me a great deal of good,’’ said he. 

„Miss Fancher wanted me to ask you if 
there was anything she could do for you,“ 
saidthe messenger. 

The. Doctor hesitated a few moments and 
then said: Tell her that it she can give me 
some evidence of her powers of second sight 

by and by I should like it.“ 

At the beginning of his fast Dr. Tanner had 
said to the reporter that while he had studied 
physiological matters principally during his 
first fast he intended to investigate psycho- 
logical problems this time. Accordingly the 
reporter asked him yesterday if he had done

„Ves, to some extent I have, said he, 
“but I can’t talk about it. Talking is a great 
effort to me, and I shall keep it to myself for 
the present.“ 

**Are not your surroundings here very fa- 
vorable to such study?“ asked the reporter. 

“They are, very indeed,“ said the Doctor, 
„but I have done as much as I could.“ 

The Doctor when he stepped on the scales 
vesterday morning turned the balance at 132 
pounds, shgwinga loss of twenty-five and a 
haif pounds site his task commenced. Soon 
efter his ht was taken a basket of flow- 
ers, fragrant and beautiful, and by far the 
largest yet offered, was presented tothe Doc- 
tor by a Bowery florist. He fairly gloated over 
the gift. Shortly after five p. m. Dr. Maurice 
M. Millerand Dr. Westcott made the medical 
examination. Dr. Tanner’s pulse was 88 and 
his temperature 99 2-5. The pulse was pro- 
nounced fair in volume, rhythm and com- 
pressibility, denoting no particular logs of 
strength. This examination, which included 
the drawing of a iittle of his blood for micro- 
scopical examination, left the Doctor heated, 
flushed and miserable, though he acceded to 
the necessity of the operation. Of all his nu- 
merous letters received through the day he 
enjoyed none more than the following. 

NEW YORK, July 13, 1880. 
Dr. Tanner: 

DEAR SIR—I think you might, with safety, 
re-“‘gale” yourself with the following bill- 
of-*tair:”?

A stop was made fora moment at Stetson’s 
in the park for more ice,the Doctor meaa- 
while attracting much curiosity while sitting 
in the motionless carriage. 

Upon turping into 110th street and Fifth 
avenue the breeze freshened and the Doctor 


removed his bat, saying, This is glorious; 1 


would like to be init all night.“ At 105th 
street a stop was made at the place ofa gar - 
dener, Dr. Tanner having been informed that 
a natural spring existed there. The faster 
drank two ounces of this water, approved of 
its qualities, and accordingly a demijohn, 
which had been taken along for that purpose, 
was filled. The carriage wheeled into the 
park at Ninetieth street. All along Fifth 
avenue the Doctor chatted merrily, and asked 
the reporter to tell the character and owner- 
ship ofthe more conspicuous buildings. At 
8 o’clock, after an absence of two hours, 
Clarendon Hall was reached. On entering 
the faster passed through a large and curious 
crowd which stood in waiting. He was 
fatigued by the exertion of therideand went 
at once tothe south gallery, where he threw 
himself on his cot and asked to be covered up 
with blankets. 
A GAIN IN WEIGHT. 

Meanwbice the spectators had been filling 
up the halt, and the Doctor, seeing the crowd 
increasing, caused it to be announced that he 
would come down for a short time, which, 
after a long rest, he did. He was then weighed 
by Dr. Guan, and the surprising discovery 
was made that since he was weighed in the 
morning he had actually increased in weight 
one pound and a half. This set Dr. Miller 
and Dr. Gunn to seme lively searching of the 
records of the day and to calculations, with 


the following result: During the day 
Dr. Tanner drauk forty-four ounces 
of water; he lost eleven ounces, leay- 


ing thirty-three ounces, or two pounds 
one ounce to be accounted for. The increas- 
ed weight of twenty-four ounces showed that 
this amount remained in the system, and the 
remaining nine ounces is accounted for by 
perspiration. Dr. Tanner remarked, when 
told of bis increased weight, that he expected 
it would be so. On r the scale he re- 
turned to his cot and lay there till 9 o’clock, 
when, rising, he said in a loud voice (as a hint 
to the spectators), ‘*Well, it’s 9 o’clock,”’ and 
retired to his bed in the gallery, the gas being 
put out soon afterward. At 10 he fudressed, 
and on returning to bed immediately fell into 
a sound sleep. 


TANNER’S PREDECESSOR... 


The Marylander Monomaniac Who 
Fasted Forty Days and Then Went to 
His Grave. 

From the Baltimore American, Ju'y 13. | 

About the 12th of July, 1870, John French, 
a son of George French, Esq., of Hagerstown, 
Md., induced by religious monomania, began 
a fast of forty days and forty nights, abstain- 
ing from food of all kinds, but drinking freely 
of water and occasionally indulging in a 
smoke. He completed the fast on August 21, 
at which time he was reduced to a skeleton. 
Dr. Fred Dorsey was then called in, but in 
spite of the most careful attention he died ten 
days later—on the Ist of September. 

Fortwo or three years previously it had 
been noticed that the young man had peculiar 
views upon various subjects, and especially 
religion and the future state; but it was not 
surmised they were imbedded very deeply, 
much less to such ark extent a8 to derange his 
mind. On the contrary, being more than 
usually gifted with intelligence and acute- 
ness, credit was given him for more than the 
average reasoning sense. He, however, be- 
came fond of reading works on theoretical re- 
ligion. To such an extent did he become ab- 
sorbed in some of the mysticism that nis 
mind gave way, and witile laboring under the 
misfortune became impressed with the idea 
that be had some special religious task to 
perform which could only be accomplished 
after he had fasted forty days. Every effort 


made during that time to in- 
duee him to eat utterly failed, 
and those who were in close con- 


tact with him.all the time say that not a 
moutbful of food passed his lips. Strategy, 
after persuasion had exhausted itself, was 
resorted to. Tempting fruit and other things 
were placed in his way and in such a manner 
as to leave the impression that their presence 
was unknown to all but himself, yet he re- 
frained from partaking of it in any instance. 
Of course during this time he became very 
much reduced, looking more like a skeleton 
than a living human being. Nature at length 
could stand the strain no longer, and a few 
days before the expiration of the forty days 
he was compelled to take to his bed. After 
the forty days he was fed with great care, but 
bis system had sunk too deeply to recuperate, 
There are very few who do not believe that 
French did what he professed to undertake, 
with the ex ion of drinking freely of wa- 
ter and smoking cons ly. It was pro-

Ifa re-election ever 
was deserved by hard, faithful work, it is 
in this case. If a most useful record ever 
entitled a member to credit that of Gen. 
Clark does. If the interests of a district 
ever were well served those of the Eleventh 
District were since Gen. Clark represented 
it. He has secured more for the improve- 
ment of the Missouri River, the Gasconade, 
Osage, etc., alone than was ever befare se- 
cured in the history of the State. 

Why, then, make a change? 

Col. Switzler is, perhaps, a clever man. 
But if he rises much above mediocrity we 
have not heard of it. He has had no expe- 
rience in Congress. He is too old to learn. 
It would take him at least two or three 
terms to become familiar with the ways 
and methods of Congressional life. Gen. 
Clark is a man of great intelligence, en- 
ergy, experience and integrity. He has 
proven himself to be a most efficient 
representative. He.is known by the old 
members, popular, pushing, influential, 
useful. Why, then, make a change? 

It is good policy to let well enough alone. 

When you have a tried and true servant 
why dismiss him for one who is entirely 
inexperienced? 

The East acts differently. One of 
the reasons why the East has 
such power upon legislation is that 
there an able member of Congress is 
returned by his district as long as he is 
useful. But inthe West as soon as a 
member has attained experience and pow- 
er he is displaced by a new man who is use- 
less. 

If the people of the Eleventh District 
have any regard for what is right and for 
their own interest they will return John B. 
Clark and not try to train a new man, sim- 
ply because he comes from a different 
county or part of the district.

RAILROADS AND TRANSPORTA- 
TION 


New York, which is the American center 
of wealth, commerce and politics, has been 
agitated fora year ormore over the rail 
road problem. The Board of Trade of New 
York City has of late been exceedingly in- 
dustrious in sending out pamphlets and 
circulars about the dangers that are to 
be apprehended from the encroachments 
of the railroads, and predicting a 
monopoly so complete that all the benefits 
that come from competition will be lost. 
The tenor of all these arguments is that the 
railroads should be taken out of the hands 
of“ individuals and private corporations 
and put under the control of the States or 
the General Government. It is not at all 
probable that the American people will ever 
consent to either State or Federal owner- 
ship or eontrol ofrailroads. Such a thing 
belongs only to such misruled countries as 
Germany and Russia. There are influences 
and conditions other than State or Federal 
ownership and control that must and will 
regulate the railroads of this country. It 
would be foolish to deny that the tendency 


of railroad corporations of late 
has been to oonsolidate. It may 
be said that all the important 


railroads of the United States are directed 


do not see that this portends any particu- 
lar danger to the commercial or general 
interests of the country. What the people 
are chiefly interested inis cheap freights 
aud reasonable passenger fares. So long 
as they can get these they: are 
indifferent as to who owns or directs 
the railroads. That railroad charges are 
lower to-day than they were ten or even five 
years ago no well-informed person will for 


a moment deny. The effect of the consoll- 


dations so far has been to lessen rather 
than to increase railroad rates, and they 
have certainly been more uniform and re- 
liable than they were under the old system 
of money masters. The railroads of this 


continent can never enjoy a supreme mon- 


opoly, and can therefore never be- 
come very dangerous, for the reason 
that we have a magnificent system of water 
transportation that will always compel a 
healthy competition. The two great lines 
of travel and traffic from the Mississippi 
Valley run south and east. The Missis- 
sippi River and its tributaries run to the 
sea in one direction, and the chain of lakes 
reaches to the sea in the other. The rivers 
and the lakes are free and can never 
be owned by corporations. On their broad 
bosoms any boat or ship can sail unimped- 
ed, unhampered and unrestrained. The 
waterways of this country will never allow 
any general extortion on the part of the 
railroads, even if they were so disposed. 
Weare not disposed to take a gloomy 
view of the future of transportation. We 
believe it will be cheaper ten years hence 
than it is to-day. 


FACTS WORTH CONSIDERING. 

It may be interesting to know that mere 
are more unimproved lands in Tennessee 
than in Kansas; more in Virginia than 
lowa, and more in North Carolina than in 
Iowa. It may be interesting to know that 
last year the South produced 5,000,000 
pales of cotton, which was enough to run 

2,500,000 spindles, at an expense of nearly 
$1,000,000,000 for building machinery, 
working capital and the pay of 800,000 op- 
eratives and employes required. It may 
be interesting to know that the 172,424 
hogsheads of sugar and 274,440 barrels of 
molasses produced in Louisiania this year 
realized in market the sum of $19,000,000; 
that this State furnished 60,000,000 pounds 
of clarified sugars this year, or nearly 
one-third of the whole amount 
produced by the world; that one planter in 
that State this year produced on 3,287 acres 
of land 6,840,000 pounds of sugar and 7, 
‘290 barrels of molasses worth $565,000, 
while the gigantic Dalrymple farm in Da- 
kota, consisting of 23,000 acres, yielded the 
proprietor last year only 8450, 000. It may 
be interesting to know that Texas is nearly 
four times as large as any 
other State in the Union, and that no State 
is surpassing it in growth of population or 
wealth, while New Hampshire and one or 
two other New England States are at a 
standstill in both wealth and population 
or are actually falling off. These are all 
facts worth considering.

The Grisly Scene in a Mallinckrodt 
Street Tenement this Morning.

A Bullet in the Mouth the End of 
a Bad Loan.

Way out in the northwestern portion of the 
olty a terrible tragedy was enacted at 2 o’clock 
‘his morning. A German family named Fry 
has been living at 1425 Mallinckrodt street for 
several years. The family consisted of Henry 
Fry, an Alsatian, fifty- nine years old; his 
wife, somewhat older, and a niece, Louisa 
Wamgans, about fourteen years of age, 
though one or more of his three sons usually 
stayed with the old couple. Last night the sec- 
ond son,Henry,a butcher by oecupation, but at 
present employed at the Hyde Park Brewery, 
Was at home. The four people slept in the 
front room. About 3:45 a. m the old man got 
up out of bed, walked out into the back 
room, turned down the light, came back and 
laid down, and, bidding everybody good-bye 
in a loud voice, shot himself in the head and 
was dead inafew minutes. The wife ran 
out, crazed with fright, and called up the 
neighborsin alarm. They rushed out and 


found the old man upon his back 
with the pistel with which he had 
dione the deed lying on the bed by his side. 
The policeman on the beat was called in and 
word immediately sent to the Coroner. 

A VISIT TO THE SCENE 
this morning failed to throw much light on 
the important topic, the cause of the rash 
deed. TheFry family occupied the whole 
pecond story of the house, the entrance being 
through a long hall and up a stair in the back 
yard. A the head ofthe stair a rather dull 
and stupid-looking young man about twenty- 
three years old was met. In broken English 


be stated that he was Henry 
Fry. one of the sons of the 
suicide. Heled the reporter through a room 


used as a kitchen, in through another very 
oorly furnished and out into the room 
onting on thestreet. The room was very 
oorly furnished, containing only a chair, a 
Able. and a couple of beds. On the 
larger of these nothing remained but 
the mattresses, all the other bed clothes 
having been removed. A white sheet, loosely 
scattered over the mattress, was lying so flat 
and smooth that the reporter never supposed 
it covered anything until the son threw it 
back ald displayed the hideous sight. A 
stout, hale man, with regular features and 
jron gray hair, lay stark naked upon his back. 
De night side of his * lip was half torn 
ay; his jaw b the appearance 
being broken, and his neck, shoulders and 
est were smeared over with clotted gore. 
e fixed, stony stare in his half- closed eyes 
apd the clenched hands indicated the deter- 
snivation with which he went to death. The 
man, though fifty-nine years old, appeared to 
be in the prime of life, and would apparently 
have lived pny years before a natural death 
would have claimed him. The son drove 
away the hundreds of flies which had clust- 
ered around the remains and covered the 
horrible ebject with a shaw). 
A TALK WITH THE WIFE 
of the suicide elicited that he was a native of 
Alsace, spoke both French and German, and 
had beenin this country about four years. 
Le was a barber by occupation, but has done 
no work of any kind since he left the oid 
country. During the last eight days he was 
very moody and despondent, but yesterday 
he seemedto brighten up and spent much 
time in singing “Die Wachtam Rhein,’’ and 
playing with the neighbors* children. He was 
a very domestic sort of man, rarely leaving the 
house, and always assisting in the house work 
and cooking. Last evening he retired early,his 
wife going to bed at a late hour. Mrs. Fry 
Called her son, Henry, whois employed in the 
Hyde Park Brewery near by, about 2 o0’clock 
this morning, and soon after the old man got 
up, walked around for awhile, and after 
ing down again, shot himself as stated 
above. The old lady understands no Eaglish, 
and is almost stupid with grief over the ter- 
rible event. The deceased had three sons, 
Henry, a butcher by trade, now employed at 
the Hyde Park Brewery, Michael, a butcher, 
and Valentine, a boy of 14 years, employed as 
awaiterat Reinhardt Bosse’s saloon, 2724 
Franklin avenue. Allthe sons were present 
at the house this morning. ey made the 
following statement. 1 slept here in this 
front room last night; my father slept in the 
bed, and my mother and her | ktle niece on the 
floor in that corner (pointing to it). About 
two o’clock my mother called me and I went 
over to the brewery to work. A few minutes 
after I got there, some one came and told me 
that my father had shot himself. I ran back 
and found him cold and stiff. I cannot 
dmagine what could have been the cause of 
this, as I never noticed my father in any way 
pad or grieved.” 
HENRY, THE YOUNGER SON, 
Was the most demonstrative in his grief. 
He wept bitterly and said that he was asham- 
and grieved that his father had done 
uch a deed. ‘‘I saw my father last Wednes- 
day,” he said, Chen I came to get my trunk. 
am boarding at the saloon where work. 
My father talked to me a long time, advising 
me to be a good boy. The next time I saw 
him was a few minutes ago, lying 
there dead. I think he must 
have killed himself about that 
money.“ Being asked what money, ke re- 
plied, My father loaned $400 to a man 
mamed Mike. I don’t know his other name. 
Father always grieved over this money, and 
said that if he had it 
he could live better. He used 
to quarrel with my mother because she gave 
Mike the money, but he was as much to blame 
as be was. He was always a good, kind 
father to me, always gay, lively, and fond of 
singipg.’’ Christian Hanebrink hves next 
dioor to the Fry family the 
iwo apartments bein separated only 
by a walk. Hanebrink slept last 
might in his own front room, corresponding 
with the onein which F slept. He was 
awakened by the report of the pistol, and, 
fuspecting suicide, he waited, he says, 
fo hear the body fall.

The politician is in a state of great excite- 
ment to-day. The result of the primaries of 
this afternoon is looked forward te with great 
interest by the candidates for the 
State oftices. Forty-seven votes in a conven- 
tion are not to be sneezed at. Last evening 
Col. Thos. T. Crittenden left the 
city for the Southwest to look after his in- 
terests at Springfield. He felt perfectly safe 
of St. Louis. The scene at the Laciede was a 
busy one all morning. A great number of 
local politicians of the active stripe were on 
hand, and engaged in mysterious confabs with 
the statesmen from the interior. General 
Marmaduke was conspicuous in the throng, 
and cheerfully evaded an interview witha 
non-com miting reply about the brightness of

the outlook. Charley Peers was 
absent, having returned to the State. 
The Marmaduke men expressed elation 


at the receipt of the news that the announce- 
men that Jasper county had instructed for 


Crittenden was premature. State Audi- 
tor Holliday left the hotel early 
in the morning for a final pull 
among tne ward managers. Col. Sam 


Owens, of California, candidate for Attorney- 
General, goon- naturedly offered to lend Judge 


Dinning 25 counties, in order that he 
might make a showing on the first 
ballot. Capt. Dan Able could not see that it 


was possible to beat him. Everything is 
coming my way,” said the jolly Captain. 
Ed. T. Noland expressed his con- 
fidence of carrying the St. Louis dele- 
gation agsinst Chappel. Several gentlemen 
called the POST-DISPATCH reporter’s atten- 
tion to an error in yesterday’s paper, to the 
eflect that by a rule of tbe State Central 
Committee the office of Supreme Judge 
is to be balloted for first.

THE GOVERNOR'S DAUGHTER.

We had been sailing sixty-four days, a 


longer time than it usually takes to come 
from Ro Janeiro to any port of Frauce. How 
giudiy we haileu the ending of the voyage and 
our near approach to laud! Thus far, until 
to-day, nothing bad appeared in sigut, and 
when the welcome sound of land ahead!“ 
feillupoo our ears, with one bound, aud 
moved, as it were, by an electric current, 
every passenger in the ship, forgetting bis 
occupation, stood upon the deck to greet 
mother earth avain. Ouly they can tell who 
have looked up sea and sky uotil tue days be- 
came weeks and months bow good it is to meet 
the land, and in the mecting leave bebiud tue 
monotony that io loug sea voyages falis down 
upoa the sbip ke a pall. | 

We entereu the barvor of Horta, chief city 
of Fayai, one of the Azores. No time was 
lost in getting ashore. Every oue sought out 
his best sui. From tue bold of the ship 
great trunks were vielded up. and silks aud 
diamonus aud costly costumes, lung unused, 
were eagerly brought into requisition. At 
last we sere ready, aud soon our feet touched 
the long - desired land. 

Horta as a harbor is scarcely worth describ 

ing. Lying idly, swinging ou the waters, 
were a few fishing smacks, the huik of au old 
American suip tuid a story of wreck and dis- 
aster, Whilea small Denisa brig, lately c me 
in fora supply of fresno water, said plainly 
enuvugh in its oneliness that few vesseis en 
tered this solitarv harbor, aud tuen only when 
they could not help it, as in the case of the 
India merchautmeu, coming hither for a re- 
newal ot prvuvisious aud some fes 
meat. The toon itseif looked as dreary 
and as lonesome as the harvur. Here and 
there a group of men might be seen talkiug. 
lauvbiug and je-tings wih oue auother, bu. 
evidentiy, as far as Occupation Was Coucerned, 
practically unemplohed- some lay va the 
wharves, indolent as the lazzaroni of Naples, 
while others agata went up and down the 
narrow sirects, heediess of purpose and car- 
ing little, to ali appearance, uow soon the 
day might end. Afewvuld women in long 
biue civaks and. heavy hoods were in the 
streets, und sume bare-footed sisters frum a 
neighvoring couvent made up the picture pre- 
sented for our iuspection on our wrival io 
Horta. fo account for the smail number of 
persons we encouateced is not difficult, since 
the people of these islands seldum come oul 
in the daytime, leaving uni the cvol evening 
the epjuvmeut of their recreation and what 
business transactivos they contemplate. 
The news of our coming, however. soon 
spread and curious faces of more curious pev- 
ple were to be seen al every coruer, eagerly 
eyeing the lately arrived strangers. Nor were 
the natives unfriendly in their manifestations, 
in their proiessivis even of frievusbip. The 
Goveruor of the island sent some of bis slaves 
to offer us bushes uf orauges and otber trop- 
icaifruits. This kindness We interpreted us a 
good omen, remindiug us, as it diu, of the 
hospitality of Guacauryari to Columbus on 
bis ar:ival at Si. Salvador. Calling upon the 
friendiy and kind bearted strauger, we re- 
turned our Very sinceie thanks aud were in 
turn received with most generous and polite 
alleDlion. ' 

Tue Governor’s name was Fernandez Cor- 
rejo. A Brazillan by birth. he bad been a 
long time at the Court of Lisbon, where by 
his intelligence and breadth of view be had 
become distinguished, endearing himself to 
ali the court and making hosts of friends. He 
soon acquired place aud power, and was 
named Governor of Fayal in token of hi- 
mauy services and the esteem in which he was 
held by tae goverument of Vouna Maria. Tue 
Governor invited the ship’s company to a 
graud banquet. Notuing was left undone to 
make our sojouru pleasant as possibie. Our 
host entertaiued us Wilf priuceiy courtery; 
variety of dishes vied with the excellence of 
their prepasation, while the best wine that 
Spain can boast crowned # repast truly royal 
in all its service. We thanked our stars for 
coming to this island. Fernandez Correjo 
had turee daughtera. Une of them, the oldest, 
Was of dazziing beauty. Sue was just eight- 
een, with a perfect figure and dark piercing 
eyes. The expressivo of her face bore an in 
expressible charm. Her hair feil in long ring- 
lets, outshining in briliiancy the raven's wing. 

A rumor was curreut in the island that this 
vouug lady was shortly to marry a rien 
American who had taken up bis abode ai 
Horta. Her you.bful heart, however, bad 
never yet experienced that strange sentiment 
called love, and wev'r yet bad the mag ic 
words, ' love thee,’ passed her ruby lips. 
Innocent and pure, ‘vis young vir! kuen not 
how strewo with tourns is life's weary path; 
how d oom the roses, fresh in their fragrance, 
yet —e the stiug. Careiess of to-morrow 
was she, heedless of strife; so far se bad only 
read a gilded book, turned a golden page. 
Alas, poor child! dream on thy dream of 
peace. Inafew duys thou shalt awake to 
misery, if not to despair. When the repast 
was over Donna Levnia (this Was the 
lady’s name) sat down at the piano, 
and in a moment our hearts were en- 
tranced by the most exquisite tones I 
have ever beard evoked from tbat instrument. 
I amagined that [ was agaiu at home. Visions 
of my native country came at will—the old 
homestead, my mother's fave, my playmates 
of younger years, my sister's voice, my 
brother’s friendly cali—all, ali came up be- 
fore me, aud ouce more, though so far re- 
moved, I was in France again.
